Week’s Production Holds Firm at 57,879 Units as Sales Increase; 
Cowling Elected Vice-President of Willys-Overland; January Car 
Sales Estimate Revised Downward; Jan. Truck Sales Put at 35,000 


Cheering sales reports will hold car 
and truck production firm at 57,879 
units the current week, ending Feb. 
26, with the likelihood operations will 
be bumped generally starting next 
week as preparations begin for the indicated spring up- 
swing in sales. ADN’s projection for the current week 
compares with a revised total of 58,073 units last week 
and 108,909 units in the corresponding period of 1937. 

Including the current week’s estimate, February’s 
total-to-date now rests at 207,948 units. Combined with 
around 12,000 units, which figure to be turned out next 
Monday, the February grand total should hover around 
the 220,000 mark, which would compare with 383,698 jobs 
produced in February, 1937. 

Likelihood of increased operations on all fronts, start- 
ing in March, is indicated in several quarters. General 
Motors’ divisions hope to step up production next month 
to an average four days in place of the general three-day 
week currently, President William S. Knudsen announced 
in Milwaukee. Similar speedup is expected in Chrysler 
and Ford plants, along with a corresponding stepup in 
factories of independent manufacturers, most of whom 
are enjoying substantial increases in car and truck 
orders. 

Currently GM divisions expect to turn out 21,682 cars 
and trucks on an average three-day work-week. This

total contrasts with 21,552 units in the previous week and 
32,899 units last year, when operations were getting back 
to normalcy after sitdown strikes. Topped by Chevro- 
let’s 15,000 jobs, other divisions expect to assemble the 
following: Buick, 3,342, as against 3,122 last week; Olds- 
mobile 1,750, compared with 1,720 last week; Pontiac 
1,)’9, as against 1,105, and Cadillac-LaSalle about 490, 
co. ‘pared with 500 in the previous week. 

\ ‘ith several branch plants closed temporarily, Ford’s 
group total declines somewhat to 15,525 units the current 
week, according to ADN figures, compared with 17,035 
units last week and about 32,000 last year. Of this total, 
Ford will account for roughly 15,000 cars and trucks, 


while Lincoln, planning four days this week, figures on 
about 525 jobs. 
Chrysler divisions show a pickup over previous output 


figures, going to 10,350 units, as contrasted with a revised | 
total of 9,800 the previous week. Plymouth has around | 


4,500 cars and trucks carded; Dodge expects about 3,600 
units; Chrysler plans 1,300 and De Soto should get around 
950 if the contemplated 24-day week is carried through 
currently. At least two days are certain for De Soto, 
however. 

Activity in general speeded among the independent car 
makers this week, according to ADN estimates. Pack- 
ard has 1,300 jobs scheduled to lead the pack, followed 
closely by Nash’s 1,152 units and Studebaker’s contem- 
plated 1,045. The latter two projections represent in- 
creases over the previous week. Hudson increases opera- 
tions slightly to 950 jobs, while Willys should account 
for around 550 units; Bantam about 125 on five days, and 
Hupmobile about 100 on four days. The miscellaneous 
group, according to ADN estimates, should account for 
about 5,100 units the current week.

Election of Cowling, according to Wilson, is in line 
with a policy of expansion adopted by the Willys organi- 
zation following production of 80,000 new Willys at the 
close of 1937, the first full year of manufacturing and 
sales since company’s reorganization. 


Nelson A. Beardsley will continue as general sales 
manager of the Willys, while Ralph J. Archer stays as 
vice-president of the Willys Export Corp. in charge of 
export sales, Wilson announced. Delmar G. Roos, form- 
erly chief engineer for the Studebaker Corp., was recently 
named vice-president in charge of Willys engineering.

On the basis of 30 states so far re- 
ported, ADN has revised its previous 
estimate of January car sales down 
slightly to around 160,000 units. With 
registration returns from 19 states 
last week, the month’s total was projected at approxi- 
mately 170,000 units, but a downward trend in sales has 
cropped up in the last 11 states to be heard from. ADN’s 
estimate of 160,000 units, if it holds true, will compare 
with 280,615 cars sold in January, 1937, and 179,770 in 
December, 1937. 

Contrasted with December, the January returns con- 
tinue spotty, with most rural and semi-rural states, espe- 
cially in the midwest, showing sizable gains over Decem- 
ber sales. A few manufacturing states are likewise

Detroit.—A. vanDerZee, general 
sales manager of the Dodge 
division of Chrysler Corp., reports 
orders for Dodge cars increased 
84.8 per cent during the first 
three weeks of February as com- 
pared with a similar period in 
January. Orders for Dodge trucks 
for the same three-week period 
show a rise of 47.1 per cent over 
January, he said. 


Chrysler Dividend 


New York.—A dividend of 50 
cents per capital share is ex- 
pected by Wall Street observers 
to be voted by Chrysler Corp.’s 
board of directors at its meeting 
here, Thursday. In the same 
period a year ago the corporation 
paid $1.50 per share on capital 
stock, despite labor difficulties. 


Earnings for the fourth quarter 
and for the full year 1937 are ex- 
pected to be under 1936 periods. 


Hudson Sales 

Detroit.—Showing a substantial 
gain since Jan. 15, Hudson retail 
sales the second week of February 
are 50 per cent greater than the 
corresponding week of January, 
according to W. R. Tracy, vice- 
president in charge of sales. 
Tracy also reports that export 
shipments during the first three 
months of the 1988 model season 
are 61.8 per cent above the same 
period in 1937. 


Profit Down 
Detroit.—Detroit Gray Iron 
Foundry Co. reports net profit of 
$40,986 for year ended Dec, 31, 
1937, equivalent to eight cents a 
share on 500,000 shares of capital 


stock outstanding. This compares 
with a net profit of $66,565, or 13 
cents a share, for year 1936. 


E. R. Frederick 

New York.—E. R. Frederick, 
who represented Citroen, the 
Henry Ford of France, in Detroit 
for eight years, is dead here of a 
heart attack. As Citroen’s Ameri- 
can representative, Mr. Frederick 
was regarded as the car-maker’s 
purchasing agent in the U. S. 


Steel Firm

revealing a slight upturn, but these are far in the minor- 
ity. However, all states, except one—Oklahoma—have 
reported a decrease in sales as compared with January, 
1937. Oklahoma, the lone exception, registered 2,737 jobs 
in January this year as against 2,640 units in the same 
month last year. 

The 30 states so far heard from account for a total of 
72,719 registrations, compared with 134,185 units in the 
same month a year ago. With the latter figure repre- 
senting about 48 per cent of the final January, 1937, total, 
it would indicate a final total of around 160,000 units for 
January, 1938. 


* * * 


With 30 states so far reported, ADN’s previ- 
ous estimate of 35,000 truck sales for Janu- 
ary still holds good. In this division of the 
industry, registrations continue at a pace 
about 3 per cent above that recorded in 
December, 1937, but is still more than 15 per cent below 
the January, 1937, rate. 

On this basis, it appears quite certain that January 
truck sales will eclipse the 31,409 units sold in December, 
1937, and will compare with 47,609 registrations chalked 
up in January a year ago. 

The 30 states accounted for to date show a total of 
16,008 sales compared with 24,011 in the same month a 
year ago.
